GUINEA WAS ONE OP TOUGHEST PLACES IN APRICA TO 
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SUCCESSFULLY CONDUCT TA OPERATIONS, HE SAID HE THOUGHT 
UNDP HAVE DIFFICULT TIME IMPLEMENTING RECENTLY AGREED

OUTER SPACE COMITE - 

COMITE JULY 10 CONCLUDED WORK ON QUESTIONNAIRE WHICH 
WILL REQUEST VIEWS OF GOVTS ON NEEDS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
FOR ASSISTANCE IN PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY 
AND INCLUDE ADDITIONAL QUESTION ON WHETHER GOVTS WOULD WISH 
"TO EXPRESS ANY VIEWS AND/OR MAKE ANY SUGGESTIONS REGARDING
